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REMARKS 



Applicants appreciate the notification of allowable subject, i.e. that claim 16 would be 
allowable if re-written in independent form. 

Claim 16 has been amended to provide further clarity. No new matter has been added. 

It is also believed the amendment of claim 16 is properly entered at this time, i.e. after 
final rejection, because the amendment does not raise any new issues or require a new search. 
Entry of the amendment at this time is earnestly solicited. 

The only outstanding rejection is of claims 12, 14-15 and 17-21 under 35 U.S.C 102(e) 
over commonly assigned Trefonas (U.S. Patent 6136501). The rejection is traversed. 

Enclosed herewith is the Declaration of Peter Trefonas HI, which establishes that the cited 
U.S. Patent 6136501 is not a reference under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) with respect to the present 
application. 

In view thereof, reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection are requested. 

It is believed the application is in condition for immediate allowance, which action is 
earnestly solicited.

ene and/or of a hindered amine photoresist additive such as diazabicyclo undecene or 
diazobicyclononene.
